SUBJECT : Rand Publications 


1. You will recall that when General Cutler handed you the

You then asked me to find out whether 
we receive them in CIA. 

2. CIA acquires copies of all Rand publications that have intellige 
value. These publications are disseminated to interested components 
and filed in the CIA Library. There are several copies of the two 
attached studies in the library. 

3. The Rand publications are considered to be especially 
valuable as support material for intelligence production. Most of 
the studies have a low classification. 

4. A number of CIA people consider the Rand studies "spotty" -- 
some good, some bad -- but they point out that Rand began to operate 
only in 1948 and that the work they have done reflects consistent 
improvement. 

5. General Cutler asked that the two attached studies be
